Red CRAB with orbicular thorax, hairy feet, 
and right claw excessively large.

This Crab, according to Seba, is a native of Ame- 
rica, and is remarkable for the excessive size of its 
right claw, which is said to exceed the w eight of all 
lie rest of the animal. 
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
